Property Deeded to Second Wife 
and Decision Questions Ex- 
istence of Will Devis- 
ing It. Back.

After a charge of “ false and fraudulent 
represeptation against R. T. Crane, presi- 
dent of the Crane company, had been upheld 
by the Illinois Supreme court, Mr. Crane’s 
counsel, contending for a right to present new 
evidence, again appealed the case to the 
Supreme court last Friday, thus bringing to 
Nght a remarkable and interesting story. 

Mr. Crane is charged with deceiving his 
brother-in-law, Alongo T. Prentice, a para- 
lytic and nearly 80 Fears old, in order to 
secure a quitclaim deed to an interest in the 
land on which stands the Crane residence at 
2541 Michigan avenue. 

The property was in the name of hia second 
wife, Mrs. Eliza A. Prentice Crane. After 
her death he represented to her brother that 
she willed all her property to himsel, but 
that the will had been destroyed. He per- 
invalid, as a matter of con- 
venience, to sign away his claim against the 
estate. 

The deed was signed, but six months later 
a son who had been appointed conservator 
began a partition suit in his 
father’s name. 

Heirs Aroused; Push Case. 

Before it was heard the old man died. His 

heirs took it up. They alleged that Mr, 
Crane had taken advantage of Prentice’s 
feeble physical and mental condition, but 
later they amended their bill to charge that 
Mrs. Crane left no will. 
The Supreme court, when the case reached 
it, held with them, Their attorneys procured 
a writ of partition and-at that juncture Mr, 
Crane’s counsel appealed the case, in a last 
ditch effort to change the result. 

The question now carried to the Supreme 
court is one of construction of the ruling al- 
ready handed down. If the decision is in 
favor of the complainants it will be final, If 
it favors the defe nt he will have a chance 
to prove that the will really did exist. That 
chance the Supreme court already has de- 
clared has been given. 

Principals in the Case. 

The complainants in the last battle of the 
legal warfare are Allen T. Prentiée, 400 State 
street, an agent for a manufacturer of ma- 
terials similar to those made in his uncle's 


factories, and Mrs. Lizzie Prentice Crane of 


Detroit, Mich., whose husband is not related 
to the Chicago Crane family. They are rep- 
resented by Attorneys Samuel Alschuler and 
James H. Barnard. Mr. Crane’s attorneys 
are Edwin M Ashcraft and Edwin M. Ash- 
craft Ir. 

Mr. Crane now. is 76 years old. He has been 
married three times. His present wife was 
Miss Emily Hutchinson, daughter of Dillon 
B. Hutchinson, whom he married five years 
ago. His first wife was Mary Prentice. His 
three sons and four daughters are her chil- 
dren. 

After her death in 1887 he married her sis- 
ter, Eliza A. Prentice, and it was from that 
union the present litigation sprang. In 1889 
when he bought the land at 2541 Michigan 
avenue it was placed in her name. She died 
Sept. 15, 1902, childless and leaving as her 
heirs two brothers, Alonzo T. and Leon 
Prentice, and one sister, Mrs. Harriet Jane 
Fenn. 

® Heirs Entitled to One- Half. 

Under the law they were entitled to one- 
half of her real estate if she died intestate. 
Three months after her death Mr. Crane took 
the steps to secure a quitclaim to Alonzo 
Prentice’s interest in the manner which 
brought’ on the litigation. Fifteen months 
later he bought and paid for Leon Pren- 
tice’s share in the same property for ap- 
proximately 814,000. 

Previous to this transaction the two chil- 
dren of Alonzo Prentice had brought about 
the partition sult. It was heard by George 
A. Carpenter, who found against them and 
granted a decree dismissing their bill for 
want of equity. The appel from this de- 
cision was heard by the Supreme court last 
May. i 

The opinion by that body was given at 
length. It recited the history of the case 
from beginning to end, made a close analysis 
of the law in the case, and disposed of it 
by sustaining the charge that the quitclaim 
deed was procured through false and fraudu- 
lent representation. 


Court Reviews Transactions. 

The history of the property and the trans- 
actions concerning it were stated in the 
analysis of the evidence included in the de- 
cision of the Supreme court, as follows: 

“Richard T. Crane bought the lot in con- 
troversy about the year 1889, for which he 
paid $51,450. By his direction the title was 
conveyed to his wife, Eliza A. P. Crane. 
Thereafter he built a residence upon the lot 
at a cost of over $100,000, which he occupied 
with his family until the death of his wife, 
which occurred in September, 1902. 

“Alonzo T. Prentice was & brother of 
Eliza A. P. Crane. Crane had been married 
before he married his wife, Eliza. His first 
wife, by whom he had several children, was 
also a sister of Alonzo T. Prentice. Eliza 
A. P. Crane left no children. She left Alonzo 
T. Prentice and Leon Prentice, her brothers; 
Harriet Jane Fenn, a sister; Richerd T. 
Crane, her husband, anc Cranes children 
by his first marriage, as her legal heirs, 

“So far as the evidence in this record 
shows, Eliza A. P. Crane died intestate. 
Alonzo T. Prentice resided at Kalamazoo, 
Mich. He was about 80 years old at the 
time of his death in 1007. Early in 1902 he 
suffered a stroke of paralysis, and in the 
following year he had a second attack. In 
June, 1904, he was removed to a hospital, 
where he remained until his death. 


Crane’s Letter on the Will. 

** Lizzie P. Crane resided at Detroit, Mich. 
On Dec. 7, 1904, Richard T. Crane wrote her 
the following letter: 

Dec, 7, 1904.—Dear Lizzie: I have yours of 
the 6th inst., and in reply would say that, as I 
cannot well get away from here so as to meet 
you in Kalamazoo, I am sending a gentleman 
from my office—-Mr. Robert Stiles—who will 
hand you this letter, and whom I have instructed 
to transact the business about which I wished to 
see you, which is as follows:

WILLEMSTAD, Island of Curacao, Dec. 
18.—The Dutch cruiser Gelderland came into 
port thie morning towing the Venezuelan 
coast guardehip Alix with the Dutch flag fly- 
ing and a Dutch crew on board. 

The Gelderland captured the Alix off Puerto 
Cabello on Saturday. At that time the Alix 
was lying close in shore and, notwithstanding 
the threat which the Venezuelan government 
had made to fire upon any of the Dutch war- 
ships committing a hostile act, the Gelder- 
land steamed at speed towards the guardship 
and sent an officer and guard in a launch to 
seize it. Tis they did without resistence 
and no shots came from the forts. 

The crew of the Alix was put ashore and 
the Dutch officer and marines remained on 
board, the Gelderland finally taking the Alix 
in tow and steaming away with the prize. 

The seizure of the Alix was in accordance 
with the plans of the Holland government 
when instructions were issued to the three 


a demonstration off the coast of Venezuela 
and to capture any Venezuelan ships of war 
or guard vessels that they might find. 


People of Island Rejoice. 

The arrival of the Gelderland at Willem- 
stad thie morning was greeted with un- 
pounded enthusiasm by those who noticed 
the cruiser’s approach and soon the entire 
population was down to the water's edge to 
welcome the return of the vessel, az if frame 
a great conquest. 

Naturally the people of Curacao, who have 
long been clamoring for activity on the part 
of the Dutch government, are rejoicing over 
this evidence that Holland has at last begun 
active measures against Venezuela, but the 
governor of Curacao, in explaining the inci- 
dent, had this to say this afternoon: 

„The capture by our warships of coast 
guards and war vessels is not to be considered 
an unfriendly act against the Venesuelans. 
It is merely à reprisal against Castro's gov- 
ernment, which refuses give satisfaction 
for his unfriendly acts ard Holland The 
seizure of these vessele will make it impossi- 
ble for the Venesuelan government to carry 
troops or ammunition to and from the various 
ports. 

A communication to this effect has been 
forwarded by the Dutch government to the 
German minister at Caracas,” 


Other Trouble in Sight. 

It is learned from the officers of the Gelder- 
land that the battleship Jacob Van Heeme- 
kerk and the cruiser Friesland are now off 
La Guayra and that further captures may 
be expected at any time. These two vesels 
left here on Friday, cleared for action, and it 
was believed at that time that — „ * 
was to make a forcible comonst At Le 
Guayra. 

The opinion is held here that the Venezue- 
lan government, in the absence of President 
Castro, will not go ao far as to fire upon the 
Dutch warships, which, in view of the fact 
that Venezuela is practically without a navy, 
hold the Venezuelan ports at their mercy. 

The steamer Maracaibo, which arrived here 
today from Venezuelan ports, reports that 
when it was at Maracaibo the air was full of 
rumors of a revolution in the interior of 
Venesuela. 


CASTRO GIVES OUT INTERVIEW. 

PARIS, Dec. 13.—President Castro of 
Venezuela and his party left here today for 
Cologne, where they arrived tonight. A con- 
gultation of physicians will be held there 
to determine upon the advisability of an 
operation on the president. If an operation 
is found necessary Dr. Israel probably will 
perform it at Berlin.

self closely confined to his hotel, refusing to 
give out any statement to newspaper men,

BILL PRESENTED QUIETLY. 


Ald. Taylor Thinks Move Will Hurt 
None and Help City. 


A quiet effort to have the city vacate the 
north end of Stone street, between Goethe 
and Banks streets, and give clear title to 
the vacant block which is divided between 
the Potter Palmer and John v. Clarke es- 
tates and which is bisected by Stone street, 
became known last night when the owners of 
adjoining property learned that Ald. Francis 
W. Taylor introduced an into the 
council several weeks ago g to the 
vacation of the named section of the street. 

The fact that the ordinance did not come 
to a vote and was referred to the streets and 
alleys committee immediately upon being 
offered was responsible for the ignorance of 
neighboring property holders. When the 
move became known last night several of 
them were immediately up in arms. 

The move was regarded as an effort to give 
the Palmer and Clark estates title to valuable 
property and against the interests of both the 
city and the property holders. 


a How Move Started. 
„introduced an ordinance into the coun- 
ell several weeks ago looking to the vacation 
of Stone street between Goethe and Banks 
streets.“ said Mr. Taylor. I don't just re- 
member the date or couneil meeting. It was 
referred to the streets and alleys commit- 
tee, which in turn referred it to, the com- 
pensation committee, and from tere it was 
sent to Corporation Counsel Brundage for 
am opinion as to the city’s interest in the 
street. Mr. Brundage has the matter under 
consideration at present. 

“The north end of the street which my or- 
dinance provides to vacate never has been 
opened or used as a street and ownership by 
the city has been questioned. If it were 
opened it would run into the Lake Shore 
drive about 80 feet south of Banks street, on 
an angle, and the street would be of no value 
The property fronting on the drive also is of 
little value because the street makes of it a 
narrow triangular strip. 

“Tt has been assessed for several years at 
less than $300, I believe. I thought my ordi- 
nance would serve to clear up the title to the 
street and its vacation would give value to 
the block which would bring $4,000 or $5,000 
to the city in taxee every year.” 


Take Different View. 

Holders of adjoining property take a dif- 
ferent point of view, however. 

„Last year when an assessment was made 
to pave Stone street the Palmer and Clark 
estates went into court and fought the as- 
sessment for paving the north end of the 
street which lies between the two proper- 
ties.” d George H. High. They have 
done the same thing for several years and 
that is the reason the north end of the street 
has never been paved. 

In view of this move it looks as though 
they might have bad an object in keeping 
the street closed. If the elty vacates the 
street, it simply means giving the two es- 
tates valuable property, and I think a strong 
fight will be made against the ordinance if it 
ever comes up for consideration in the coun- 
cil.” 

The property owners who probably will 
be most interested in the ordinance are 
Charles A. Chapin, Arthur Aldis, Legrand 
Burton. C. C. Heisen, Mra J. W. Farlin, 
Moses J. Wentworth, Robert T. Lincoln, Mrs. 
Edward F. Lawrence, and William Le 
Moyne.

The explosion occurred at 8:200’clock. W.

Johnson and half a dozen others ran W 
the Coliseum into the annex, and at the 
south end of the latter structure they saw 
ne effects of the explosion. 

art of a one story building, used as a 
storeroom by the. Coliseum company, had 
been wrecked by the bomb, the south side of 
the shedlike structure having been blown to 
pieces. The sheetiron siding was ripped off 
for a distance of fifty feet and was hurled - 
across the shed, landing against the south 
well of the annex. 


Bomb Placed in Passageway. 

South of the Coliseum storeroom, separated 
by a three foot passageway, was the junk 
shop in which it is thought two men were 
asleep upstairs. The bomb evidently was 
placed in the passageway between the two 
buildings, because both were completely 
wrecked. 

Employés of the Coliseum company say 
that the junk dealer, whose name is thought 
to be Peterowski, and an old man named 
Schweigert, who bas been living with him, 
were seen about the junk shop early in the 
evening. 

There was such a mass of une a 
police and firemen had not cleared it away 
by midnight. Whether the junk dealer ank 
his aged companion were in the buildingagt ~~ 
the time of the explosion probably will not are 
be definitely known until this morning. 

The explosion was heard several blocks 
away. A policeman in front of the Coliseum 
in Wabash avenue was knocked from his 
feet. He turned in an alarm of fire, but the 
firemen upon their arrival found no blase. 


See Two Men Hurry from Place. 

A minute or two before the explosion two 
colored men who live at 1515 Wabash ave- 
nue, which is directly in front of the junk 
shop, saw two white men come out of the pas- 
sageway that leads tothe rear. They walked 
rapidly toward Sixteenth street and before 
reaching the corner the bomb exploded. 

The Oregon apartment building, 1518-22 
Michigan avenue, the rear of which is only a 
few feet from the junk shop, was rocked by 
the concussion. There are twenty-eight flats 
in the building, and the windows in more than 
half were broken. 

Many of the tenants fied from their apart- 
ments, thinking it was a boller explosion in 
the basement. 

The shower of glass that r .ttled down from 
bulldings into the alley caused the occupants 
from 1602 Michigan avenue to 1524 to flee into 
the street. 


Hotel Windows Shattered. 

At 1510-12 is the Midland hotel. The rear 
windows were smashed, and crockeryware ! 
im the pantry also was broken. There wag 
no damage to buildings on the east side of 
Michigan avenue. 

Large plate glass windows im the Coliseum 
Annex were broken in front of the building? 
and there was not a whole window left inthe 
rear. 

Buildings in Wabash avenue, more than 
200 feet from the spot where the bomb wee 
exploded, were shattered and bric-&-brac 
thrown from mantelpieces. 

In front of the junk shop in Wabash ave- 
nue there is a double three story frame build- 
ing occupied by Mrs. Jackson, colored, who 
conducts a boarding house.

HE ATTACKS A DOUBLE TAX. 


Speaks to Old Parishioners on Support 
of Public System.

An exhortation to the men of St. Charles 
parish to continue to support their parochial 
schools and to work with.might and main to 
have them placed on an equallty with the 
public ools as regards taxation was the 
final word of Bishop Peter J. Muldoon of 
Rockford in saying farewell to his old parish- 
loners at a monster meeting held in the 
parish hall last night. 

The whole demonstration was distinctly a 
family affair. A program of songs, recita- 
tions, and instrumental music by parishioners 
and children from St. Charles’ school was 
fokowed by addresses by the assistant pas- 
tors, the trustees of the church, and a re- 
sponse by the bishop. 

Only one speaker was from outside the 
parish, the Rev. Henry Reed of West Chi- 
cago, who was a schoolmate of the bishop's 
from the time when they were 14 years old 
until they were ordained as priests. 

The Rev. James A. Dunne, one of the as- 
sistant pastors, also was a schoolmate of the 
bishop’s at St. Mary's seminary in Baltimore 
and insisted on telling many incidents of his 
school days to the great delight of the 
parishioners. 

The Rey. T. F. Quinn, assistant pastor: the 
Rev. John B. Scanlon, acting pastor; Robert 
Ryan, and James E. O’Brien, trustees; and 
Frank O'Connell were the other speakers. 
Frank Nichol presided. 


Plea for Parochial Schools. 

Bishop Muldoon in his farewell address 
paid a tribute to the assistant pastors, saying) 
* all he had was the easy task of leader- 
ship. * 

“I never have spent a lonely or unh v 
day sihee 1 eam to-StChariés’ parien thir 
teen years ago,“ he said. “And tonight, 
though leaving all I had dearest, I am. 
through this demonstration of youg affection, 
happier than ever in my life. There is no 
joy greater than that ef the priest beloved 
by hig people. 

Now, as my last word to you, my people, 
as my most earnest and heartfelt appeal, I 
tell you that you can do no more worthy 
work for the honor and glory of Christ than 
that dt maintaining at the highest standard 
of excellence your parochial schools. They 
are now unexcelled in material equipment 
and in scholarship by any school, public or 
private, in the city. 

In the last thirteen years you have bufit 
up property here worth $350,000. You have 
increased the attendance at the grade school 
from 200 puplis to 1,400 and created a high 
school with over 400 pupils. The standing of 
these schools of yours is shown by the fact 
that the percentage of girls from them to 
pass the Normai school examination is the 
high of any school in the city. When the 
average for all the public high schools was 25 
per cent your average was 75 per cent. Last 
year it was 100 per cent. 


Strikes at Double Taxation.

Then-Seventeen Chicago Police 
Were Needed Yesterday. 


COMMUNITY ELECTION DAY. 


Court Tried to Prevent Trouble, bat 
‘Rows Were Frequent. 


Seventeen police were required te quell riots | 


at the biennial election of the Association 


of the Greek Community of Chicago held in 


the Masonic temple yesterday. Several-heads 
were badly bruised in different phases of 
the contest and two arrests were made. 

Only the prompt action of the detail of po- 
lice under Sergeants McMahon and Matchett 
prevented serious trouble as the excited 
Hellenes argued, fought, and rushed to get 
inte room 901 on the ninth floor, where Louis 
Hutt, chief clerk of the Circuit cour}, acted 
as judge of the election under orders. from 
Judge Lockwood Honoré. 1 


Now a Minute. 


In the lodgeroom where Mr. Hutt tried to 


quiet the 2.500 excited voters and Gilbert B. 
Tearney, also of the Circuit Clerk's office, 
showed them how to mark their ballots, fows 
occurred almost every Minute. Challengers, 
candidates, voters, and police all talking at 
once delayed matters so that sometimes only 
ten or fifte®n votes would be cast in an hour. 

The community controls all Greek church 
and other Greek charitable institutions in 
Chicago. For the last four years one faction 
has had control of the community affairs, 
and, the fight of an opposing party to oust 
them prompted all the trouble yesterday. Dr. 
A. J. Sanichias headed the regular faction 
and Dr. Christ Petrulaé the rebels.” 

After midnight it was found the rebels 
had won. The count shoWed that Dr. Christ 
Petrulas and his emtire ticket received 488 
of the votes cast against 496 for Dr. A. J. 
Sanchas and the rest ot the regular ticket. 

Yesterday’s election in the Masonic tem- 
ple was held under the immediate direetion 
of he Circuit court. The court’s action 
came about throuth A petition of the regular 
faction of the community, who sought an in- 
junction asking that the rebels be kept 
from holding an election of theif own. 


Court Takes Charge. 

The court denied the injunction, but ordered 
that Chief Clerk Hutt and his assistant con- 
duct the ¢Jection. 

The troubles of the Greek community are 
said to center around the Rev. K. Grorgiadis, 
now at the head of a Greek church at 1927 
State street and until four years ago the 
pastor of the regular church. 

This pastor was ousted, it is said, under 
charges of misconduct, and later the holy 
synod at Athens ordered that he confine him- 
self in a monastery located in the center of 
Greece as punishment. This he has refused 
to do, the regulars say.

A mother’s plea to see her son before she dies 
so touched Capt. P. D. O’Brien of the detective 
bureau that he urged every detective available 
yesterday to make a search for Harry Barron, 
who recently came to Chicago from St. Louis.

Payment of Additional Expense. 

The explanation of this is that after the 
failure of the Stensland bank and befor® the 
Chicago Clearing House atsoclatlon-had its 
own examiner, the banks felt that the state 
provided inadequate facilities for the proper 
examination of the banks in Chicago. They 
believed that in order to.make the examina- 
tions effective the examiner should give his. 
exclusive attention to the city banks and 
maintain an office in the city. On making 
representations along this Une to the auditor 
they were informed that the law provided 
him with no funds for the purpose of main- 
taining such an office nor for giving the 
exclusive services of a competent man for a 
restricted territory, and that the law only 
provided a fee of $10 a day. to be paid by the 
banks aathey were examined. 

The Chicago banks then agreed to pay the 
additional expense necessary to maintain 
a city office with assistants so that adequate 
and more careful examinations of the city 
banks might be made. Practically all the 
state banks in the city were parties to the 
arrangement, and they made an assessment 
on themselves in proportion to the size of 
their business for the purpose of making up 
the necessary amount, which was $1,800. 
The motive inspiring the action of the banks 
was wholly in the interest of more efficient 
official examinations of themselves. 

In regard to two or three railroad passes 
which appear to have been obtained for Mr. 
Jones by bank officials, it must be admitted

Jones’ Successor Not Decided On. 


State Auditor McCullough said that when 
the original complaint againet Jones was 
made, he gave the matter little attention, re- 
garding it as a quarrel between the men in 
the Chicago department. After Jones had 

ed he heard the latter's explanations 
regarding the letters which Chapman had 
taken from his desk. He felt satisfied that 
Jones had been guilty of nothing which im- 
paired his usefulness ae a bank examiner, 
but thought probably it would be better for 
the service that anotheg man be appointed 
to take charge of the Chicago office. Who 
this will be he has not yet decided. 

J. M. Appel, chief of the banking depart- 
ment in the state auditor's office, said he was 
satisfied there was nothing either criminal or 
dishonorable in what Jones had done. He 
declared, however, that the examiger’s use- 
fulnese had been destroyed and that it was 
just aw well that he had resigned. 


Anxious to Please Bankers. 
Jones was careful not to displease thebank- 


examihation, according to statements that 
were laid before Auditor McCullough prior 
to the resignation of Jones. In one case 
where @ report showed that a bank had 
loaned amounts in excess of the 10 per cent 
limit he had the statement toned down £0 as 
not to offend the bank officials. There rarely 
was any criticism of a bank’s methods in 
Jones’ reports and the banks purchased 
copies of these reports directly from Jones. 

The cOmpensation paid to Jones by the Chi- 
cago banks was recognized by the auditor, 
but the arrangement was 80 loose as to be 
open to criticiem. The receipts of the Chi- 
eko office amounted to $14,000 a year, and 
of this Jones got about $8,000. including $1,800 
paid to him by the sixteen Chicago banks in 
the agreement. . 

In place of Chapman and Rockwell, the 
assistants, who were discharged when Jones 
was restored to office the day after election, 
Charles H. Meyer and a man named Pierman 
were appointed by Auditor McCullough.

LONG DISTANCE TELEPHONE 
SERVICE. : 

The recent hearing of the independent 
telephone companies before the commit- 
tee on gas, oil, and electric lights has 
developed an interesting and important 
fact. 

It is not the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany but the independent companies that 
object to connection for long distance 
service. A representative of these com- 
panies told the committee that “ we don’t 
believe it is practical for independent 
telephone companies to render satisfactory 
service where its patrons are served 
through the offices of a competitor.” « 

In other words, the position of the in- 
dependents seeking access to the city by 
means of the Illinois Tunnel company’s 
telephone franchise is this: The company 
row in operation in the local field be- 
cause of its affiliation with the Bell com- 
pany, will discriminate’ in favor of that 
company’s long distance service and 
against independent systems where they 
compete.

It may be that a com- 
pany at first would be so shortsighted 
as to engage in this underhanded policy 
of discrimination, but the means of bring- 
ing it to time are ample. . 

The dual system cannot be justified on 
such arguments as these. It could, in 
fact, be justified on one ground only, and 
that the impotence of public control of 
public service. 


WOULD IT PAY? 


It is suggested that at street car cross 
ings in the downtown district cars shal! 
stop only on the near side of the street. 
Cutting out a number of stops would en- 
able the cars to make better fime where 
it is most important they should maké it

at the first blush this seems a simple 
way to relieve a bad situation. It is not

MR. ASQUITH’S PROGRAM, 

The British prime minister gives notice 
that there will be no immediate dissolu- 
tion of parliament. The Liberals will 
hold on to power until an issue on which 
they feel willing to go before the voters 
shall present itself. The house of lords 
has killed an educational bill and a - 
censing bill; but while Mr. Asquith is in- 
clined to consider the veto power of the 
upper house, as exercised by it, the dom}- 
nating issue in politics, he is not prepared 
to go to the country on that issue. It 
may ,be that he has worked out no plan 
for the reform of the house of lords on 
which the Liberals could make a united 
fight with a fair prospect of success. 

The determination of the government is 
unwelcome to the Conservatives. They 
believe that if there were un election to- 
day they would be returned to power, 
Probably they are correct. The by-elec- 
tions have shown a great reaction in pop- 
ular sentiment. Mr. Balfour remained in 
office long after he had learned that the 
eonstituencies were weary of his admin- 
istration. He cannot consistently taunt 
Mr. Asquith with holding on in similar 
circumstances. As a politician he must 
admit that it is legitimate for Mr. Asquith 
to bide his time in the hope of getting a 
good fighting issue. 

At present Mr. Asquith has none, but 
he says one will be found in the budget 
to be submitted at the next session. That 


budget is awaited with impatience on all; 


sides. Everybody wishes to know how 
the government proposes to deal with the 
financial situation which confronts it. It 
must provide about $100,000,000 to pay 
the old age pensions, carry out its extra 
ship building program, afford relief to the 
unemployed, and make good an estimated 


unfortunately, the earl of Bathurst and his 
colleagues of the cabinet took the ground 
that inas much es Napoleon had violated bis 
parole and broken his plighted word in quit- 
‘ting the island of Elba in order to involve 
‘once more all Europe in the of war, 
which were only brought to a close with his 
final defeat at Waterloo, he was untrustwor- 
thy and without any rights to the treatment 
of an officer and of a gentleman. Accord- 
ingly he was not permitted to land in Eng- 
land, but by direction of Lord Bathurst, who 
was then minister of war and minister of the 
colonies, was deported to the damp and soll- 
tary island of St. Helena, as being the only 
spot sufficiently remote to prevent his ever 
becoming once more a source of danger to the 
world. ‘ 5 

Lord Bathurst remained in office through- 
out the entire term of Napoleon's captivity 
and the exiled emperor was never tired of 
denouncing him, not only for what he jermed 
the earl’s breach of faith and absence of 
generosity but likewise as responsible for all 
the real and imaginary affronts and hard- 
ships to which he was subjected by his chief 
jailer, Gen. Sir Hudson Lowe, of whom the 
present countess of Bathurst declared thet 
he was a disgrace to the English nation and 
had, by his Nes, his cruelties, and his absence 
of every gentlemanly sentiment in his deal- 
ings with Napoleon, cenveyed to the world 
the impressian that the English were a 
bruel people. | . 

The present Lord Bathurst is a good looking 
peer of a Jittle over 40. His country seat is 
at Cirencester, near the town of that name, 
in Gloucestershire, a spacious mansion, dat- 
ing from the early part of the last century. 
It has a low roof and numerous windows 
piercing the plain walls. In the entrance ball 
there hangs Sir Thomas Lawrence's famous 
portrait of the great duke of Wellington, Who 
sat for it in the actual! uniform that he wore 
on the battlefield of Waterloo, The chief 
charm of the estate, however, is the sur- 
rounding park, which moved beth Pope and 
Swift to enthusiastic raptures. ‘rhe woods 
are pierced by ten avenues; radiating from 
a common center, chief among them being 
the chestnut avenue, which is sixty yards in 
width. Each of these leafy walks is terminat- 
ed by a column, a spire, ora tower. A well 
known feature of the park is Alfred's hall, a 
pseudo Gothic structure, which has taken in 
many of the most learned antiquaries. 

— 
It was a member of this same Bathurst 
family, namely, Benjamin Bathurst, an Eng- 
lish diplomat, who in 1869 induced the Aus- 
trian government to make trouble for Napo- 
leon in pursuance of his instructions. Hav- 
ing accomplished his mission, he left Vienna 
to return to England, and being aware of 
the fierce animosity with which he was 
viewed by Napoleon, im consequence of his 
having induced Austria to resume war with 
France, considered it more prudent to trav, 
el under an assumed name, namely, that of 
Koch. He got as far on his way to Ham- 
burg as the little town of Perleberg, where, 


as elsewhere, the Prugsian authorities were | 


eo convinced of his being in danger at the 
hands of Napoleon's émissaries that they 
furnished him with a military guard. At 
9 in the evening his carriage stood at the 
door of the Swan Inn at Perleberg ready for 
departure. His luggage was Deing put on 
the top of the vehicle and while the courier 
was standing at the carriage door, talking 
with the boniface, Bathurst, for some reason 
or other, strolled up to the horses’ heads, 
where an ostler was holding a lantern, and 
into the darkness beyond, vanishing into the 
gloom, the narrow street being unlighted, 
and was never seen again.

The boots had died unaccountebly well 
off. I may add in conclusion that the Bath- 
urst family were sufficiently satisfied as to 
the identity of the skeleton thus discovered 
to cause it to be brought back to England 
and interred in the Bathurst family vaults. 

The Bathursts are of German descent and 


are stated to have come to Engiand in the 


time of the Saxons from a place called Bat- 
ters, in the duchy of Luneberg. They set- 
tled in Sussex, where they gave to their es- 
tate the name of Ba“ erm-hurst, which name 
was gradually contiacted into Bathurst. |

About Belts. 

Belts, girdles, and sashes are the most mis- 
used and misunderstood articles in a woman’s 
whole wardrobe. Both girdles and belts have 
a purpose to perform aside from being orna- 
mental. They should really beit in the 


‘fullness of the waist just above the skirt 


band. This does not mean that they should 
be made to serve the same purpose as a cor- 
set; however. The belt should carefully 
outline the weistline. One reason why so 
many women do not look neat is because they 
do not know how to wear their belts properly. 
A well fitting delt should be smooth all 
around and should not be used merely as a 
necessary means of covering the skirt band. 
The greatest fault that lies in most belts 
made by amateurs is that there is too sharp 
a difference in width between the back, sides, 
and front. 

Most women will draw the belt to a point 
in front, leaving it like a string over the 
hips. A belt requires most of its boning at 
the sides over the curves of the hips, bu“ 
this must be carefully done, for too much 
boning over the hips is not advisable: 

The lower edge of the belt should fit per- 
féectly around the lower edge of the skirt 
band and should never go below it. If you 
make a belt of ribbon, which is of course 
on the straight, it is much better to use two 
widthe of narrower ribbon in preference to 
one width of wider. Do not sew the two 
pieces of ribbon together, but sew them to 
the bones at the front, back, and sides. The 
two pieces of ribbon will give more than one.

SIMPLE MINCE PIES.—Boil until tender 


about five pounds of beef; salt it when partly 


done. Let cool in the liquor, remove the fat, 
chop fine, and measure. Use twice as much 
finely chopped apples, which must be tart, as 
you do meat. Then add some of the liquor in 
which the meat was boiled, also a little of the 
fat and one quart of Boiled cider.

Use 
brown sugar and sweeten to taste. After all 
the ingredients have been mixed well and 
warmed, if found too thick, thin it out with 
cider or grape juice. When this is hot you 
can put it in your fruit jars, seal up as you 
do your fruit, and keep until wanted. 

ENGLISH MINCE PIES.—Boil and chop 
fine two pounds of lean beef; mix with one 
pound of suet, also chopped fine: Peel and 
chop five pounds of tart apples; seed and cut 
in half two pounds of raisins; wash thorough- 
ly two pounds of currants, wash and stone 
one pound of Sultana raisins; cut into tiny 
pieces half a pound of citron. 

Mix all these ingredients thoroughly. Then 


‘season with a tablespoonful each of cloves 


and allspice, two tablespoons of mace and 
the same quantity of einnamon, one tea- 
spoonful of ground nutmeg, and one table- 
spoonful of salt. Sweeten with two and one- 
half pounds of brown sugar. 


Last of all, stir in one quart ef sherry and 


one pint of brandy. This is better if allowed 
to stand for several weeks defore using. 
Pack away in a stone crock. If it appears 
dry when opened, add a little cider or fruit 
juice from canned fruits. 
The recipes for mince ‘meat are naturally 
mucf alike, and any one can make changes 
in the Ingredients to suft the taste. The 
foundation of them all is meat and apples; 
the best rule is to have twice the quantity of 
apples to that of meat. Sweeten and spice 
to your taste. The cider alone und no wine, or 
put in the liquor, which will preserve the 
meat nnr.

STEAMED SUET AND RAISIN PUD- 
DING.—Three and a half cups of flour, mixed 
with one cup of chopped suet and a tea- 
spoonful of salt; add a cup of molasses and 
a cup of milk and a teaspoonful of soda; 
beat well, add flour enough to make this 
like a good cake batter, and last put in a 
cup of stoned raisins and, if you choose, a 
cup of nuts. Half filha pudding mold, and 
steam three hours; serve with foamy, sauce. 

APRICOT TART.—Bake a rich lower pie 
crust; arrange circles of canned apricots 
closely within, and add a small cup of sugar 
and chopped or whole almonds; put into the 
oven, bake until the sugar melts and forms 
a glaze, cool, and serve with cream. 

ALMOND TRIPLE.—Whip a half pint of 
cream and sweeten; add a half cup of coarse- 
ly chopped almonds, and heap on slices of 
stale cake. 

FIG AND NUT JELLY.—Make the usual 
plaim lemon jelly; put some cut up figs and 
shelled nuts into a ring mold, and fill with 
the warm jelly; put on ice, and after turning 
out fill the center with whipped cream. 

MAPLE PARFAIT.—Beat the yolks of 
eight eggs light, and add a cupful of hot 
maple sirup; place on the fire, and cook 
slowly until it thickens enough to coat the 
spoon; remove from the fire, and beat with 
an egg beater till cold; then add a pint of 
cream, whipped stiff, and put into a mold; 
pack in ice and salt for five hours.

1 may say we have just 
launched our work in earnest, Today, we 
will open city headquarters at the main post- 
office, in charge of nurses from the various 
local hospitals.

IN NEVADA AND MEXICO. 


If California Legislature Is Obstreper- 
ous Racing Men Need Not Fear. 


* 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 18 —I Special. 
Like prudent generals prep g a strong 
position to which to retreat need be, the 
racing magnates of California are credited 
with having secured a fine racing site near 
Reno, Nev., and another just across the Mex- 
ican border a few miles south of Zan Diego 
and Coronado Beach, which are growing ae 
rapidly as Los Angeles 4nd Pasadena were 
growing à dosen years ago. 

Thus, if the Calfornta legistature at its ap- 
proa ching seseion should extirpate betting on 
horse races, the next step will be compara- 
tively easy on account of theyway having 
been paved to transfer operations from the 
Santa Anita track near Los Angeles to a new 
racing plant just over the Mexican line from 
San Diego, and from Emeryville to just over 
the Nevada state line. 


Nevada Plant at Moana. 

Moana, which is not far from Reno, 18 
named as the site selected in Nevada by the 
racing promoters, who are said to have ac- 
quired an option on a fine tract of land there 
and to have already done a good deal of mis- 
sionary work among the Nevada legisiators. 
A few men of means at Reno have been let 
into the scheme, so that theré may be a local 
interest and any local oppositiog may be 
handied shrewdly. Jim May, now regarded 
as one of the moneyed sporting men of Ne 
vada, is mentioned prominently in connection 
with the new enterprise, and it is said to be 
the purpose of the men interested to secure 
a long term franchise from the Nevada leg- 
islature if possible. 

The Mexico proposition—for a racing plant 
just south of San Diego—is regarded as easy 
by the turfmen out here. They say “Tom 
Williams and Dan Burns can get anything 
they want in the line of racing privileges 
from the Mexican government.”’ On his re- 
turn from Mexico a few days ago Williams 

„ he is interested in a new racing ven- 
e near the City of Mexico, and it is a good 
bet Dan Burns has a piece of it. Williams 
named Alberta Terrazas, one of hie country’s 
wealthiest men, as the most prominent Mex- 
ican with a large interest in the new venture. 


Leavitt a Trump Card. 

Those conversant with California's legis- 
lative matters claim the racing interests will 
endeavor to have State Senator Frank Lea- 
vitt made chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee. If this is accomplished, they Say, the 
racetrack men will be able to wield a tre- 
mendous influence against any anti-racing 
bill by detaining every important appropria- 
tion in committee, For some winters Leavitt 
has had the program privilege at the local 
tracks for what is styled his bit.“ 

Veterans of the turf assembled here are 
much concerned at news brought recently 
by arrivals from Texas that famous “ Silver 
Bill’ Riley has been laid low by a severe at- 
tack of pneumonia in the Lone Star state and 
is in a dangerous condition. He was a pretty 
sick man at times when he was here last 
winter, and it is feared he may not be able 
to pull through. In the good old days” 
Silver Bill sold pools at Churchill Downs, 
Washington park, the St. Louis fair grounds, 
Lexington, and all the historic racecourses 
of the middle west, besides the trotting tracks 
of the east, and he was considered the 
“greatest ever.”

Death of Clem Jenkins.

Poor Clem 
had not sported silks for some time, but 
when in his prime he won a fine reputation 
in this country and maintained it in England 
and on the continent. Out here nine years 
ago he rode five winners one afternoon at 
Prince Poniatowski’s famous Tanforan race- 
track.

PLANS TO CARRY $50,000,000 
THROUGH NEW YORK STREETS. 


National City Bank Will Have Scheme 
to Parboil Any Thief Who Ap- 
proaches Vaults. 


New York; Dec. 13.—[{Special.)—Fitty 
million dollars in gold, silver, and currency 
will be moved 3 Wall street next Satur- 
day afternoon and Sunday, when the Na- 
tional City bank * its old home, 52 Wall 
street, for its new quarters, the old United 
States custom house, remodeled. 

The removal of this enormous sum of 
money will be accomplished by the bank's 
own clerks and messengers, who, under 
heavy guard, will cross and recross the 
street carrying great leather bags, each con- 
taining not less than $10,000. The street will 
be filled with policemen to head off anything 
suggestive of trouble. 

A year ago the old custom house was 

turned over to bullders. The interior was 
completely remodeled. but the granite walls, 
with the familiar Ionic columns, were left 
practic umtouched. Architects McKim, 
Mead, and White solved the lem of rais- 
ing the structure four stories and converting 
it into a modern banking domicile without 
changing the building’s architectural “as 
acter and tradition. 
By adding a Corinthian colonnade ont ad- 
hering strictly to a scheme of classic sim- 
plicity it is believed an admirable result 
has been obtained. The altered structure 
lost none of its former monumental charac- 
ter, while the alterations have made it a 
commodious and most interesting home fora 
bank. 

The entire lower section is given over 
to a great b ng chamber, the celling 
of which is sixty feet high and eighty-three 
feet to the top of the central dome. The 
two solid bronze doors on the Wall street 
portal are said to be the largest in the world. 

Dominating from fts position in the center 
of the banking room every other feature 
of the ground floor is the great armor plate 
safe, weighing 300,000 tons. Bare of disguise 
or ornament the architects are frankly treat- 
ing it ae a strong box. The safe has every 
known effective safety feature, the most 
modern and striking of which is a system of 
steam coils encircling the great iron box 
designed to parboil in an instant any person 
bent om burglary. The steam can be shot 
into these coils by touching several concealed 
buttons in a twinkling, making all the space 
about the safe a veritable furnace. 

The purpose of such a feature is to foll 
any attempted bold holdup in banking hours, 
no matter how strong or how heavily armed 
the raiding force. The safe might be wide 
open with hundreds of thousands of dollars
